spirit took flight, and the body which 
had suffered for four long weeks was

Daniel ‘H. Flyno was born in Mon- 
treal, Canada, in 1841. After residing 
there some 14 years he went to Boston 
and shortly afterwards to New York, 
where he kept a restaurant. On the 
breaking out of the rebellion Flynn 
joined the army, and before leaving 
the service was promoted to a lieuten- 
ancy. In 1871 he was married in 
New York to Miss Katie Kelley, and 
four years later came to San Francisco, 
where he was for several months 
stewart in the Russ House. A year 
ago last June he and his wife came to 
Reno, and in August started the Cap- 
ital restaurant, which he run for one 
year. A few months before closing 
his restaurant here he started one in 
99 | Virginia City. 

While in Reno it was his misfortune 
to have one or more disagreements 
and rows with Geo. Hutton and Frank 
La Point. Between deceased and the 
latter a bitter enmity existed and they 
are reported on several occasions to 
have threatened each other’s life. To- 
wards the latter part of last July 
Flynn came down from Virginia City 
and rushing from the train committed 
an assault upon La Point, after which 
he fled, but was arrested about a week 
afterwards and placed in the County 
Jail. Sometime in September he es- 
caped from jail, but was caught the 
same day. In October he was tried 
for assault and fined one dollar and 
costs, in all amounting to some $199, 
and fer breaking jail he was sentenced 
to the State Prison for one year. 

La Point, who had previous to July 
committed a similar assault on Flynn, 
was held at the same session of court 
for assault, and fined therefor. On 
the 8th day of January the State Board 
of Pardons! took up Flyun's case, and 
finding that he had escaped from jail 
through an opening made by another 
party, and while he was resting under 
the simple charge of assault, granted 
hima pardon. At that time Mrs. 
Flynn was in San Francisco. Flynn 
as soon ashe was out telegraphed to 
his wife “I am out. Am going down 
to-night.” A party in Carson sent a 
telegram to La Point that Flynn was 
out and would be down that night. 


Flynn boarded the lightning, express 


[at Carson and started for San Francis- 
When he arrived here he got out 
of the cars on the south or. left-hand 
side of the train. 

We were informed that it was his 
intention to see, for a few minutes on 
business, Walter McGuire, Nank 


‘Rhodes and Martin Saunders, and 


then board the train as it passed in 
front of Hagerman’s store. But when 
he left the train he was immediately 
fired at twice without effect. He ran 
and was shot by La Point just as he 
was running up the step to the side- 
walk in front of the International 
Hotel. La Point was immediately 
arrested by Sheriff Lamb and lodged 
in jail. Flynn was taken to the office 
of Dr. Bishop and his wound exam- 
ined, but his physicians were unable 
to find the ball. He was then re- 
moved to a room over Jas. Chambers’ 
saloon, where his iron constitution 
was compelled to slowly and sadly 
give way under the effects of his fatal 
During his sickness his wife 
proved most devoted to him and 
watched over him with all kindness 
and self denial. - 

This morning a post mortem ex- 
| amination was held at the under- 
taker’s by Drs. Dawson, Johnson, 
Snow, Hutchins and Bishop, Dr: Daw- 
son using the knife. From this ex- 
amination it was ascertained that 
Flynn was shot near the lowest bone 
of the spinal column; that the ball
